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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment and arguments filed 1 1-07-2003, which 
have been entered. Claims 4-6 are currently pending. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The draftsman has approved the drawing filed with this application as formal 
drawing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a pnnted publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Johncox et 
al. (4, 367,068). Johncox et al. discloses a sprocket assembly comprising a wheel hub 
(100), which carries a transmitting wheel ring (10), the transmitting ring is provided with 
inwardly projecting shoulders (56) than can be attached to supports (70) that are 
distributed over the inner circumference of the wheel and form an axial support for the 
transmitting wheel. 

In claim 5, the supports are provided in the neck-zone of the spokes (not 
labeled). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following Is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Johncox 
et al. in view of Grundner et al. (6,090,230). The device of Johncox et al. cannot be spot 
welded because the ring is made from plastic material. Grundner et al. discloses a 
sprocket and ring combination made from sintered powered material that can be spot 
welded together in order to increase the strength and wear resistance of the sprocket. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the sprocket and ring of Johncox et al. so that they are made from a 
material than can be spot welded in view of Grundner et al. in order to increase the 
strength and wear resistance of the sprocket. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1-07-2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant contended that the Johncox et al. device comprised of two 
parts, a hub and sprocket and nowhere is the mention of a transmitter ring for detecting 
various angles. In response, it should be noted that applicant broadly claim a 
transmitter rings for detecting various angles and a recitation of the intended use of the 
claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
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art. There is no structure in the claim to support the intended use recitation that the 
transmitter can detect various angles. It should be noted that the hub of Johncox et al. 
Include a transmitter ring (58/52) and a spoke section as seen in fig .3. Johncox et al 
meet all the limitations of the claim. In addition, one of ordinary skill in the art would 
have clearly recognized the spoke wheel In fig.3. Therefore, the rejection is deemed 
proper. It should be noted that arguments relating to the specification, which are not in 
the claims are not considered.
